HEINZ HARTMANN 



The publication of a complete English translation of the 
late Heinz Hartmann’s ego psychology and the prob¬ 
lem of adaptation, inaugurated the Monograph Series 
of the Journal of the American Psychoanalytic Associa¬ 
tion. 

Ich-Psychologie und Anpassungsproblem was first 
presented in 1937 before the Vienna Psychoanalytic 
Society and then published in German in 1939 in the 
Internationale Zeitschrijt fur Psychanalyse und Imago. Historically , it 
represents a turning point in the development of modern psychoanalytic 
theory. It is a natural sequel to Freud's previous formulations of the 
structural hypothesis and his contributions to ego psychology. With its 
appearance there began an evolution in psychoanalytic thought , and 
its full implications for theory and practice are not yet fully realized . 

To those readers intimately acquainted with current psychoanalytic 
ego psychology, Hartmann’s essay reveals the first formulations of some 
of its basic concepts. Many of them will have a ring of familarity because 
of the remarkable degree to which Hartmann’s ideas have shaped, and 
become assimilated into, psychoanalytic thinking. One becomes aware of 
the tremendous impact of these theories when finding that in this volume 
such concepts as the undifferentiated phase, the conflict-free ego sphere, 
conflict-free ego development, and primary and secondary autonomy 
developed for the first time. 

The idea that ego defenses may simultaneously serve the control of 
instinctual drives and the adaptation to the external world finds its initial 
expression in ego psychology and the problem of adaptation. 
The implications of Hartmann’s theory — many now being systemati¬ 
cally explored—for the development of perception and thought processes, 
ego strength, ego weakness, and of normality, are also discussed. 

In this volume, Hartmann made a systematic attempt to establish, 
within the framework of a psychoanalytic ego psychology, the groundwork 
for a theory of human behavior in general, normal as well as abnormal. 
The great sweep of his exceptionally rich intellect has made it possible 
for him, in so doing, to integrate the whole of psychoanalytic knowledge 
with the related fields of biology, psychology, sociology, and philosophy.

By employing a multidimensional perspective, Dr. Jacobson’s volume 
yields a richly illuminating picture of the complexities of human develop¬ 
ment. Familiar problems appear in a new light, others are presented or 
clarified for the first time. 

The study moves first into a careful dissection of differing uses of the 
term, “identity”, followed by a much-neede.d redefinition of such basic 
concepts as infantile narcissism, primary masochism, orality and the dis¬ 
tinction between ego and self, object and self image. 

The heart of Dr. Jacobson's study, perhaps, is her superb inter¬ 
weaving of the genetic and developmental experiences upon which identity 
is founded: the influences of the vicissitudes of identifications and object 
relations on evolving psychic structure. Tracing these from the early infan¬ 
tile period, she presents the essence of all that is currently known about 
instinctual elements and the development of specific ego and superego 
functions, the growth of affective and ideational responses, the role of the 
object at different stages of maturation. 

Dr. Jacobson’s insistence upon a new and fruitful examination of these 
basic concepts is combined with a dynamic comparison of normal, neu¬ 
rotic and psychotic phenomena which are, in turn* compared with the 
conditions and events at crucial stages of development. Unlike most psy¬ 
choanalytic writings, the author does not stop after considering the resolu¬ 
tion of the oedipus complex. Her investigations proceed through the 
latency and adolescent periods to adulthood and maturity.

PSYCHOANALYTIC CONCEPTS AND THE 
STRUCTURAL THEORY grew out of the 

observation that there are several 
areas of psychoanalytic theory and 
practice which are victims of a “cul¬ 
tural lag.” In particular, Drs. Arlow 
and Brenner contend that psychoan¬ 
alysis has not yet taken full advan¬ 
tage of the opportunities for progress which Freud’s structural theory of 
the psyche has to offer in the development of more effective concepts and 
technical skills. “The whole of what we call ego analysis today was made 
possible by the introduction of the structural theory in 1923 and of its 
corollary, the current theory of anxiety, in 1926 . It is these theories that 
differentiate modern psychoanalytic technique from what went before” 
Despite the nearly universal acceptance accorded the structural theory, 
Drs. Arlow and Brenner suggest that the full nature and extent of its 
implications for psychoanalytic theory and practice have not been gener¬ 
ally appreciated. It is their conviction that the topographic and the 
structural theories are neither compatible nor interchangeable. They main¬ 
tain that it is a serious disadvantage to use the terms of the two theories 
interchangeably—to speak of the id, the ego, and the superego in one 
breath and of the unconscious, the preconscious, and conscious in the 
next, a practice “which is universal.” 

PSYCHOANALYTIC CONCEPTS AND THE STRUCTURAL THEORY attempts 
to show that where the two theories do differ from each other, the struc¬ 
tural theory is the more satisfactory of the two. It is, say Drs. Arlow and 
Brenner “distinctly superior to the topographic one. For this reason it has 
largely replaced the topographic theory often to a greater degree than has 
been explicity realized. It is we feel, the theory which psychoanalysts 
should apply to the understanding of all mental phenomena% “The rela¬ 
tion between the theory of psychoanalysis and its practice” they continue, 
“is a particularly close one . We attempt to illustrate this at every oppor¬ 
tunity and particularly in the chapters on dreams and on psychoses. It is 
precisely because the structural theory led to a revolutionary improve¬ 
ment in psychoanalytic practice that it is of such great importance.” 
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“An indispensable guidebook to rational judgments 
when we are forced to think about the unthinkable."

T he atomic age is marked by two aspects — the capacity of man 
to destroy himself and that of overcoming material wants that 
have stood in the way of self-fulfillment. Many of the scientists 
who ushered in the atomic age were aware of these consequences of 
their work and acknowledged their special responsibility to seek to 
reorient public policy so as to reduce the threat of annihilation and 
realize the promise of plenty for all. From the very beginning, in 1945, 
the bulletin OF the atomic scientists, edited by Eugene Rabino- 
witch, Professor of Biophysics at the University of Illinois, played an 
essential part in this educational effort and recorded the expressions 
of leading figures in the world of science and public affairs on basic 
issues. In the atomic age, Morton Grodzins, Professor of Politi¬ 
cal Science at the University of Chicago, has collaborated with Eugene 
Rabinowitch in selecting 65 significant articles from the bulletin, 
grouping them under the four main headings, “Failure,” “Peril,” 
“Fear,” and “Hope,” and more explicit subheadings, and providing 
the sections with introductory notes which place the articles in historical 
perspective and give coherence to the book. The result is not merely 
a valuable and authoritative source book on the problems and events 
of the atomic age, but a powerful and moving account of the efforts of 
brilliant and public-spirited men to deflect humanity from its drift 
toward self-destruction, implicit in habitual responses to new chal¬ 
lenges. This struggle has not been won. Those who are ready to assume 
their proper share in it — as well as those who desire to understand the 
world in which they live — will find the atomic age of value. 

The heading “Failure” refers to the failure to achieve international 
control of atomic weapons. In this section the clear logic of the Franck 
report, pleading against the dropping of atomic bombs on Japanese 
cities for the sake of the future, contrasts with the equally cogent argu¬ 
ment of Stimson that this action had been made inevitable by events 
of the past. Oppenheimer advances the Acheson-Lilienthal plan of 
endowing a United Nations Atomic Development Authority with a 
monopoly of nuclear fuel production, which is defeated primarily by 
Soviet distrust of the West. After this failure Urey points out that not 
just the atomic bomb, but modern war must be eliminated and that this 
is possible only with limited world government. Bertrand Russell and 
Teller concur and Einstein is taken roundly to task by a group of prom¬ 
inent Soviet scientists for a similar stand; his reply is a classic in turning 
away wrath with a soft answer. The first nuclear explosion in Russia 


and the decision to proceed with the development of the hydrogen 
bomb put an end to the effort of heading off a nuclear arms race. 

I n the section “Peril” we encounter papers on the threats which the 
new weapons, biological and chemical as well as nuclear, pose to 
the world, and on the conduct appropriate to a situation in which 
we and our adversary face each other “like two scorpions in a bottle.” 
Proposals for general disarmament, limited deterrence, and graduated 
unilateral disengagement are presented. Rabinowitch’s statement “The 
only proper aim of foreign policy in the atomic age is the furthering 
of the interests of mankind”, appears particularly pertinent. In Russell’s 
argument on behalf of British nuclear disarmament we find an eloquent 
expression of the revolt of human decency against armament policies 
in East and West. A final group of papers on fall-out, shelters, and the 
test ban tends to treat these items as matters of secondary importance 
in the overall issue of survival. Dyson points out, however, the negative 
value of truly effective shelters, which, in a nuclear war, might result 
in the destruction of all of mankind instead of the contestants alone. 

F ear’’deals with the issues of espionage and loyalty and the rela¬ 
tions between the state and the scientist in general. The famous 
atomic spy cases are examined in detail and their minor effect 
on history is pointed out. Grodzins examines the sources of national 
loyalty in a democracy and a totalitarian country. The visa procurement 
difficulties of Michael Polanyi, the Atomic Energy Commission Hear¬ 
ings of Robert Oppenheimer, and the appearance before the Internal 
Security Subcommittee of Linus Pauling make interesting reading illus¬ 
trating shortcomings in the relationship between the scientist and the 
state. An encouraging note is sounded in the last section, which is 
largely devoted to the actualities and prospects of international coopera¬ 
tion. The story of the Pugwash Conferences on Science and World 
Affairs forms a particularly significant chapter; the fact that the delib¬ 
erations of the scientists at Stowe in the fall of 1961 went on in spite 
of the strain imposed by the Soviet resumption of nuclear weapons 
tests speaks well for the increase in mutual understanding engendered 
at these meetings. Nor, as Rabinowitch points out in his final essay, 
is this improvement of mutual understanding an isolated phenomenon 
or one limited to scientists. The sense of common goals finds echoes 
even in the public statements and actions of national leaders and gov¬ 
ernments. To be sure, this does not eliminate the dangers under which 
we live. At best, it presents some slight hope that men, in jointly seeking 
to realize the promise of the atomic age, may overcome its threat.

T he merits of the family and the sexual revolution 
are in its “vices,” vices that are far more interesting 
than any virtues might have been, and that will well 
repay anyone who reads it — it is easy to read — particularly if 
he is accustomed to a more academic approach. These interest¬ 
ing vices, I gather, are intended (though perhaps the editor got 
carried away a little). In editor Edwin Schur’s words: 

“This volume is intended to provide neither direct guid¬ 
ance on specific personal or interpersonal problems, nor a 
compendium of scientific information. Rather I have tried 
to bring together some provocative materials relating to 
three hotly disputed topics that lie at the center of key 
changes affecting the modern family — sex standards, 
women’s roles, and birth control. 

Although I have tried to include diverse viewpoints, the 
volume is somewhat weighted toward unconventional views 
— on the assumption, again, that the conventional ones al¬ 
ready predominate in existing works as well as constituting 
the outlooks which most Americans have more generally 
been conditioned to accept.” 

Mr. Schur has admirably succeeded in what he set out to do 
— wherefore he presents a confusing variety of often confuted 
views, which is highly interesting to readers concerned with what 
people think about sex and the family — regardless of whether 
the actual evidence supports their views. The book describes and 
well-exemplifies this confusion of standards, even of standards 
of discussion. 

Let me indicate some of the material the reader will find. He

will discover Albert Ellis at his best — in all his marvellous and 
unbelievable banality. (For Ellis, Freud has never lived. He is 
convinced that every sexual custom can be explained by, and 
will yield to, common sense and rational argument. Ellis is touch¬ 
ingly unaware that his common sense is a series of prejudices, 
and his rational argument is neither.) Marion Bassett offers 



a nearly complete collection of cliches on the “double standard” 
which alone is worth the price of the book. Paul Goodman plays 
Paul Goodman, quite amusingly, though one is not sure whether 
he means to be so funny. I think his sloppily pompous language 
must be part of a subtle joke he is playing on his readers. If not, 
education must certainly be as bad as he says it is. Let me offer 


an appetizer: “The preoccupation [homosexuality] appears 
either as gnawing doubts that oneself might be a latent homo¬ 
sexual, or hostility and even paranoia. Special mention must be 
given to male homosexuality, which preoccupies adolescents and 
young men of every class from bottom to top.” (I suspect a pun, 
at bottom.) 

There is also a symposium by many hands on “Premarital 
Sexual Behavior” which goes on so long that by the time the 
premarital readers are through with it, they must be ready for 
symposia on postmarital sexual behavior. Perhaps the longeur is 
subjective, i.e., connected with the quality of the ideas offered. 
At any rate, Mr. Schur could not have found a finer example of 
the academy at its worst — one stands back, far back, in awe. 

There is finally, and not least, the ingenuous Mr. Neill busily 
saving the world through healthy, happy sex, and revealing to 
the reader that “no man with a good sex life could possibly tor¬ 
ture an animal or torture a human, or support prisons.” Holy 
Jean-Jacques Freud! It’s, of course, self evident, and Greeks, 
Romans, African primitives, American Indians — why, they did 
not have a healthy sex life (though it looks suspiciously like the 
one advocated by Neill) or perhaps the anthropologists or his¬ 
torians didn’t. But then, if nobody had a happy sex life before 
Neill founded his school, how do we know he’s right? We ask him, 
silly. Anyway, enthusiasts like their data selective. 

But enough sampling. If he peruses it in the right spirit, the 
reader of this collection will find in it material not only for a 
dozen treatises on progressive and unconventional superstition, 
but also solid information and a great deal of amusement. Can 
one ask for more ?

hat is reality? Philosophers, clerics, the learned men of every era 
have argued this question for centuries — usually inconclusively. 
How is inner experience integrated with outer reality. This ancient 
philosophical dilemma is particularly haunting to contemporary Western 
man who finds in his highly technological society increased depersonal¬ 
ization, institutionalization and collectivity. “More and more people,” 
says Nevitt Sanford, in his outspoken Foreword to utopiates: the 
use and users of lsd-25, ‘want out’ — and this includes, strikingly 
enough, people who have been successful in society and have received 
the rewards it promised them.” 

Who are the users of lysergic acid diethylamide (LSD-25), the most 
potent mind-altering drug now known? In this striking epidemiological 
study, author Richard Blum isolates five distinct groups: private psycho¬ 
therapy patients; public clinic patients; laboratory subjects; the partici¬ 
pants in former LSD “centers”, and perhaps most significant— members 
of intellectual and professional elites— and often their students—who use 
LSD in their homes. 

Blum’s revealing data discloses that unlike the popular press image 
of the bearded “Pothead”, his subjects expressed genuine curiosity and 
desire for increased self-knowledge and “enhancement.” They saw in 
LSD, Blum notes one possible way of resolving conflict brought about 
by life in an external world which more and more encroached upon the 
inner world of private experience. 

These LSD users were almost equally male and female, well edu¬ 
cated, between 31 and 50, all without diagnosed personality disorders. 
Most were highly successful professional people who, quite uniformly, 
reported improved interpersonal relations as a result of their “trans¬ 
cendental experience”. Using questionnaires, interviews and follow-up 
studies, Blum and his multidisciplined associates sought answers about 
the psychological, sociological, cultural and subcultural characteristics 
of people who accept LSD. Under what circumstances do they use it 
and what effects do they report? What social and personal factors 
prompt some persons to take LSD and others to reject it? 

Using the same techniques, a comparable sample of non-users was 
queried, as to why they abstained and what their attitudes toward LSD 
users were. A great gulf of non-communication appears to separate 
these two groups: the users contend that since the psychedelic, or 
“mind-manifesting” experience is unique-ineffable-its altered perception 



of time, elaborately beautiful colors and kaleidoscopic-like visual effects 
defy verbal communication. The non-users, on the other hand, are skep¬ 
tical, frequently admonishing and emphatic about the dangers of drug 
dependency and reduced social and mental effectiveness. 

In this fascinating and unique exploration of the “drug revolution,” 
Blum and his associates are rigorously objective and non-partisan. 
UTOPIATES goes far beyond a mere assessment of the drug’s emotional 
and pharmacdlogic effects, the “ideology” of the psychedelic movement 
—the personality of its adherents and the methods of their recruitment— 
to examine in depth its meaningful relation to our religious heritage, 
social and cultural background, aims, personalities and the fundamental 
values of American life. 

“It is further to be noted,” Nevitt Sanford asserts, “that we have in 
LSD use what amounts to a social movement. Those who accept the 
drug have an ideology, one that accents the values of the inner life, of 
personal freedom, of mystical experience, and of love. The authors 
suggest that this ideology can be largely understood as a reaction against, 
or better, a withdrawal from major trends in contemporary society ” 

For whatever their reasons and rationalizations, author Blum cau¬ 
tions: “We dare not ignore them.” 

Enlivened by divergent and often conflicting views, UTOPIATES’ 
contributors, five of whom were LSD users, nine of whom were not, 
come from varied backgrounds and ideologies which adds zest to their 
integrated approach. Leary, Alpert and Metzner candidly discuss their 
community in Mexico while presenting their rationale of this “engi¬ 
neered ecstacy”. Joseph Downing, a psychiatrist who was a participant- 
observer there, discusses the group’s expulsion from their Mexican 
“Eden”. Together with William Wygant, a minister, he also comments 
on the religious uses of LSD. 

Keith Killam reports on the pharmacology of the drug and raises 
some significant questions about life-change and responsibility as it re¬ 
lates to the drug user. Perhaps the most illuminating—and unsettling- 
chapter is Joel Fort’s Social and Legal Response to Pleasure-Giving 
Drugs. In it, the contributor, director of the Center for Treatment and 
Education on Alcoholism, lecturer in criminology and W.H.O. con¬ 
sultant on narcotics addiction, presents some provocative statistics on 
the use and abuse of more commonplace and popular “drugs”. 

Blum and Jeanne Wahl, a criminologist, report brilliantly about the 



views of narcotics and vice-squad officers, especially those officers with 
‘‘phobias” about addicts. The police view is, however, cogently argued 
by Edward Comber, director of the Bureau of Criminal Information 
in San Francisco. 

utopiates: the use and users of lsd-25 is an informed and in¬ 
formative study of a flammable and highly controversial subject. The 
facts, ideas and opinions in its pages will enthuse some, enrage others. 
The authors ask searching questions and bring into sharp relief the 
significance of increased exotic drug use in a mass society.
